We have one re-
gret to express, however, and that
18 that the citizens of Coos couns
ty bave been 80 s!¢w 1n deciding
upon the course to follow 1n a
matter in which they are so deep-
iy interested, and npon which de-
pends alone the early and perma-
nent development of the valuable
rerources of that coanty. Our
readers in Coos must remember
that last year we devoted much ot
our space in advocacy of the
propositions embodied in the res-
olutions adopted at the meeting.
We received but few words of
encouragement trom Coos coanty,
and the newspaper there, by ite
queer course, retarded our ef-
forts to awaken pubolic interest in
un enterprise which must be acs
complished before Coos Bay can
become the shipping pomt for
which Nature intended 1t.

mence. But we forget our former
disappointment, aud expect muech
to result from ihe efforts of those
who Lave the management of the
enterprise in charge. They will
receive all the encouragement we
possibly ean give them, and
every effort made by them 1o the
interest of the measures proposed,
so essential to the rapid advauce
ment and continued prosperity of
Douglas and Coos counties, will
received what help we may have
to extend to sustuin them until
they become accomplished fucts.

“All in Southeru Oregon are inter-

ested in the improvement of the
Coos Bay ang Coqumille ports, and
it bas time and again been ac-
knowledg:d as a settled tact by
those wl 0 know, that a railroad
from this place to Coos Bay would
benefit all that portion of the

This dread disease 18 now tak-
ing oft people by the ‘score daily
in Mississippt and Lousiana,
‘There must be at least 300 cases
in New Orleans, as 107 new ones
were reported by telegraph on the
21st, with torty deaths, Twos
hundred cases are reported from
Vicksbarg and Canton, Grenada
and Memphis are propoitionately
afflicted. Bo wide-spread 1is the
epidemic, and so great the nums
ber ot deaths, that the wants of
the sufferers cannot be attended
to, and contributions of money
are asked from the northern cit-
ies. The appeals tor relief are
being cheerfully responded to,
and congiderable sums have been
sent . irom St. Loais, Chicago,
San Francisco, and other cities,
and more will tollow. W. G. Pay«
ton, G. Commander K. T., and
Chairman Masome Relief Cons
mittee, Vicksburg, makes the fol-

Tramp Law.

New Hampshire has, through
her Legislatare, passed a law
against tramps.
